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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-6, 8, 9 and 11-13 are pending in this application. By this Amendment, 
claims 1 and 5 are each amended to incorporate the features of claim 2; claim 6 is amended to 
incorporate the features of claim 7; claims 2 and 7 are canceled; and claims 3, 4, 8 and 9 are 
amended to change their dependency from canceled claims to pending claims. Thus, no new 
matter is added by this Amendment. 

The courtesies extended to Applicant's representative by Examiner Shapiro at the 
interview held October 1 9, 2006, are appreciated. The reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action are incorporated into the remarks below and constitute 
Applicant's record of the interview. 

I. Information Disclosure Statement 

References 1 and 2 previously listed in an Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) 
filed on November 18, 2003 were not acknowledged as having been considered by the 
Examiner. Applicant attached a revised form PTO-1449 corresponding to the references 
listed in the November 1 8, 2003 IDS to the Amendment filed in the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office on August 25, 2006. Acknowledgement of consideration of the references 
cited therein is respectfully requested. 

II, Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the indication that claims 2-4, 7-9 and 11-13 
contain allowable subject matter. To this end. Applicant amended claim 1 1 to incorporate the 
subject matter of original claim 10 in the August 25, 2006 Amendment. Accordingly, as 
acknowledged by the Examiner during the personal interview at least claim 1 1, as well as 
claims 12 and 13 dependent therefi-om, are in condition for allowance. 

Furthermore, claims 1 and 5 are herein amended to incorporate the allowable features 
of claim 2, and claim 6 is herein amended to incorporate the allowable features of claim 7. 
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Thus, as acknowledged by the Examiner during the personal interview, claims 1 , 5 and 6, as 
well as the claims depending therefrom, are in condition for allowance.
